Mayor in Message to Council 
‘Urges “More Duties for 
the Park-Com- |! 
missioners.” 


FEES NOW PAY DEFICIT. 


Busse Shows Municipality Per 
forms 80 Per Oent of the 
Duties and Draws 28 Per 
Cent of Revenue, 


Mayor Busse tol the councti and through 
it the people of Chicago last night that the 
city does not receive a fair share of the taxes 
assessed on property within the city limits. 

In a special communication to the council 
recommending that the municipal govern- 
ment unload the burden and expense of main- 
taining the small patks, playgrounds, and 
bathing beaches upon the park commissions, 
he Called attentiow to the fact that the city 
gets only 28 per cent of the taxes collected 
and does about 80 per cent of the work that 
the public ever sees or hears abeut. 

The amount of taxes received by the city 
to pay its running expenses in 1908 was over 
$600,000 less than the actual cost of maintain- 
ing the police and fire departments alone, 
and the other $10,000,000 or $12,000,000 which 
must be spent for lighting the city, cleaning 
and repairing tie streets, and maintenance of 
other departments, comes from license fees, 
not a dollar of which comes directly from the 
taxpayer. 

Gives Facts to Citizens. 

Mayor Busse believes that the average cit- 
izen does not understand -where the taxes 
g0, and he explains it as follows: 

“ The average citizen thinks that practical- 

ly all of his tax money is spent by the ‘ city 
hall.’ He thinks so, probably, because the 
functions and, activities of the ‘city hall’ 
are closer to him, are more directly under 
his personal observation, than are the func- 
tions and activities of the other governmental! 
agencies which receive and spend a share 
of his tax money. Whenever his taxes are 
increased he roars in wrath against ‘ ex- 
travagance in the city hall’ amd against ‘a 
constantly growing tax bill with nothing 
to show for it.’ And his misunderstanding 
of the facts is encotrraged by persons and 
agencies that ought to know better. 
“In other words, the city receives about 
28 per cent of the taxes which the people 
pay; it does about 80 per cent of all the work 
that the public ever seés or hears about, 
and it has to stand fully 99.99 per cent of the 
criticisms and complaints of how the tax 
money is expended.

“As a matter of cold fact, the city does not

own use. 

Sheldon has been sick at his home in Green- 
wich, Conn., for several months, and his con-

of the muscular tissues of the heart. 

The company is accused of making false 
reports to the department for the last ten 


years and of lending its mohey, in violation

FIVE PRIMARY BILLS FRAMED; 
THREE ARE FOR DIRECT VOTE. 


Senator W. C. Jones, Floor Leader of Ad- 
ministration, Is Author and Believes 
Measures Are “Court Proof.” 


Five separate and distinct primary bills, 

three of which are clean cut direct primary 
measures, have been prepared by Senator 
Walter Clyde Jones, floor leader of the ad- 
ministration forces in the state senate. 
» They will be ready. for introduction at 
Springfield next Tuesday at the beginning 
of the extraordinary Session of the illinois 
legislature. . 

It is the belief of Senator Jones and of a 
group of senators who have been working 
over the dead and gone primary laws of the 
state that an invulnetable direct primary law 

hich will cover the entire state Gan and 


will be enacted. The five bills as preparec . 


are believed by the Hyde Park senator to 
be Supreme court proot 


Three for Direct Vote. 

Bill No. 1 provides direct primary nomina- 
tions for all state, cOunty, congressional, 
senatorial, and other offices, except repre- 
sentatives in the general assembly and city 
and village offices. This biSiidoes not apply 
to township or school officials. lt does apply 
to sanitary district officers, members-oef the 
board of review, and board of assessors. 

Bill No. 2 provides for direct primary nom- 
inations for members of the general assem- 
bly. 

Bill No. 8 provides for direct nominations 
for city and village officers, mandatory upon 
all cities of 5,000 population or over, and 
optional as to other cities and villages. 

Bill No. 4 provides for nomination of city 
and village officers by petition, which is 
optional. A city, by adopting the petition 
plan of nomination, can take itself out {rom 
under the cirect primary method. 

Bill No. 5 provides for the numination of 
judges by petition. 


Think Bill “Court Proof.” 

Bill No. 2, relating to representatives in the 
general assembly, has been drawn in two 
forms. The first provides that the senatorial! 
committee shall fix the number of candidates 
for the house of representatives which shall 
be nominated and that the voter may vote 
for one, two, or three candidates. 

The second form provides that the sena- 
torial committee shall recommend the num- 
ber of candidates to be nominated and that 
the voter shall express his wish as to the 
recommendation of the senatorial committee, 
at the same time casting his cumulative vote 
as he desires, one, two, or three. 

The sponsors of the bill believe that the 
two alternatives fully answer the objections 
of the Supreme court in the opinion by whicb 
the primary law of 1906 was knocked out. 

It is the belief that the Supreme court did 
not object so seriously to the delegation of 
power to the senatorial committees to stipu- 
late the number of candidates to be nom- 
inated as it did to the failure to permit the 
voter tO express his sentiment on the one, 
two, three proposition. 


Judicial Offices Included. 

In bill No. 1 judicial offices are included, 
but it is the intention of Senator Jones to 
eliminete the judges from the direct primary 
proposition in case there is a disposition of 
the legislators to enact bill No. 5, which 
provides for the nomination of all judges by 
petition. 

Bifl No. 8 and bill No. 4 are complementary. 
The first fixes a direct primary as mandatory 
upon all cities of 5,000 population and greater. 
Bill No. 4 permits cities which come under 
this classification to adopt the petition meth- 
od of nomination and ~withdrawa!l from the 
direct method by a referendum vote. 


MICHIGAN LEADER IS _ DEAD. 


Arthur Hill, Nearly Chosen as Repub- 
lican Senator, Succumbs to Hl- 
ness at Saginaw. 


Saginaw, Mich., Dec. 6.—[Special.]—Arthur 
Hill, regent of the University of Michigan 
and one of the most prominent Republicans 
in Michigan, died here this afternoon, aged 
61 years. Mr. Hill became a leader in party 
affairs in this state in 1907; when the legisla- 
ture elected a successor to the late Senator 
Russell A. Alger. 

His selection was assured when Gov. Fred 
M. Warner, who opposed Mr. Hill, issued a 
letter charging him with the use of money 
to further his senatorial. ambition. This 
charge he vigorously denied. - The legislature 
postponed an investigation and Wiliam Al- 
den Smith was chosen senator. 

A grand jury resulted from the governor's 
charge, but it adjourned without finding any 
proof or suspicion of guilt of the candidate, 
who returned from Galifornia to clear his 
name. The strenuous nature of the closing 
days in the senatorial fight undermined Hill’s 
Strength and-his friends trace his death to 
these conditions. 

Mr. Hill was worth many millions, hie hold- 
ings in timber, ore, and Pacific coast steam- 
ship companies being extensive. One of the 
biggest deals in which he ever figured was 
the sale in 1893 of some lands in Minnesota 
to the Weyerhausers for several million dol- 
lars, the trane@ection being-one of the largest 
of its kind Up to that year.

That the civil service law in no way shields 
officials guilty of neglect of duty or disobedi- 


‘ence to orders, but that it clearly states that 


any man may be discharged “ for cause,” is 
the declaration made by the Civil Service 
Reform association. 

After a meeting of the officers and execu- 
tive committee of the association at the 

Union League club last night the followirig 
statement was given out in regard to the 
present police situation: 

“ Expressions of opinion have been recent- 
ly given wide currency that under the law 
it is extremely difficult to secure the * 
charge of persons in the classified service 
who are guilty of improper conduct, particu- 
larly in the. police department, and the im- 
pression has arisen that this can only be done 
for gross misconduct, and after a formal 
trial, conducted strictly in accordance with 
technical rules as to procedure and evidence. 


Points to the Law. 

“The Civil Service Reform association 
deems it proper to show that it is not difi- 
cult under the law to discharge or discipline 
persons in the classified service guilty of 
improper conduct. 

“ The correctness of this view,”’ the report 
continues, “ is established by the decisions of 
the Supreme court, which lay down the doc- 
trine that a hearing before the commisesion- 
ers is not a criminal or civil procéeding, but 
an investigation. 

“ae been held that acts not strictly in 

the line of duty, but ‘ unbecoming in a police 
officer,’ justify the removal of such officer. 
. “It is within the power of the head of the 
police department to jneke and alter from 
time to time the rules governing his depart- 
ment and every person connected therewith. 
This ig true of al} other departments. ‘This 
power is both elastic and comprehensive. 

“For example, Chicago has a police rule 
which provides that when offenses occur fre- 
quently in any particular post, the patrol 
men traveling such post will be presumed 
to be guilty of neglect of duty or inefficien- 
cy and treated accordingly. 

“ This rule easily can be extended to cover 
inspectors, captains, Weutenants, and ser- 
geants, and if charges based upon such neg- 
lect of duty or inefficiency are brought before 
the civil service commission it is the duty 


of such commission to act upon such charge. 


' Duty of the Police Chief. 

“If the chief of police finds that his orders 
are not obeyed, that any of his patrolmen and 
officers, from the inspectors down, are in 
league with law breakers, derelict in duty, or 
guilty of any other breach of the rulesof the 
department, it is his duty to bring charges 
against the offenders, and the civil service 
commission has ample power to deal with 
such cases. 

“ The civil service commission is, by section 
14 of the law, given power to make specia! 
investigations of the conduct and action of 
the appointees, and the nature of their duties: 
and to recommend improvements in the sery- 
ice, with power to administer oatheand com- 
pel the attendance of witnesses aad the pro- 
duction of papers. 

“Tf the trial boards and ordinary adminis- 
trative machinery are found insufficient, the 
difficulty can be quickly located by the exer- 
cise of this power conferred by the law. 

“It is, therefore, apparent that, under the 
law, the commissioners have the widest lib- 
erty in disciplining for miscondtct, are not 
hampered by any technical requirements of 
procedure or proof, and are under no feeling 
of overrestraint, lest by reason of error of 
judgment their decision may be overthrown.”

consideration. A.week later he telegraphed 
to the secretary of state regretting he could 
‘mot take the place. The next day Mr. Knux 
received another telegram from Mr. Calhoun 
saying while he did not want to be considered 
as vacillating, stili the proposition was so at- 
tractive that he would like to reconsider his 
refusal. 
May Raise Japanese Scare. 

Mr. Knox at once telegraphed him that he 
would be glad if he would again take the 
Suggestion under consideration. Thereupon 
Mr. Calhoun formally indicated his accept- 
ance. When Mr. Knox apprised the presi- 
cent of his choice the latter expressed his 
keen approbation, and immediately author- 

-4#zed the necessary representations to the 
Chinese government. 

It is likely that as a part of the campaign 
against Mr. Calhoun reports will. be circu- 
lated in reference to the attitude of the Jap- 
anese government. But Japan has nothing 
to do’ with it. Whether the Japanese ap- 
prove or disapprove is no concern of the 
United States.

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Introduces Bills in Congress 

~ Looking to Better Deal 
for Publishers. 
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U. 8 IN CANADA'S GRIP. 


Schoolbook and Big Publication 
Alike Menaced by Present 
Tariff, He Says. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 6.—[Special.]—As 
soon as the speaker had called the house to 
order today Congressman Mann, with a bull- 
dog iook on his face, pushed through the 
crowd seeking to introduce the myriad of 
bills poured into the hopper when congress 
goes into session, and put his two print pa- 
per bills, and his two resolutions, high upon 
the list of those which wili have to go im- 
mediately to important committees for con- 
sideration. ¥ 
In the last few days Congressman Mann 
privately has reiterated his public statement 
that the Canadians had the Americans by the 
. throat and that if they wished to do so, they 
could practically destroy from a third to a 
half of the American paper making industry. 

The Mann measures are emergency meas- 
ures, of four different sorts, introduced in 
the hope that the house and senate can be 
persuaded to take some action which will 
prevent the government of the dominion 
from enforcing prohihitive export duties on 
wood and pulp essentia!] to the manufacture 
of American paper outside of Maine. So far 
there is no organized movement in support 
of Mr. Mann. 


Paper Makers on Hand. 

The Newspaper Publishers’ association has 
taken no steps, so far as is known, to sup- 
Port the measures, but representatives of the 
paper manufacturers dlready are on the 
ground. They have come to Mr. Mann. They 
are now divided as to the proper legislation 
in the interests of the paper industry. Those 
whose bankruptcy is possible or curtailment 
of whose profits is likely are not singing the 
song they did when they appeared before the 
Aldrich committee 

One group, which long has brought its sup- 
plies from the dominion. and saved its Ameri- 
can wood, is satisfied to let the tariff stick 
at its present figure, which, on account of 
Canadian export duties, is, on an average, as 
high as it was before the Aldrich law was 
passed. The reduction from a duty of about 
$6 a ton under the Dingiley law to what was 
proclaimed a duty of $3.75 a ton has turned 
out to be a joke. 

The publishers of schoo! books, newspa- 
pers, agricultural magazines, and other in- 
expensive periodicals are in a tight posffion. 
No one can foresee what price paper will be 
or determine in advance on the primer and 
arithmetic with which most of us start in 
life. The little red schoolhouse wil! feel the 
Pinch as soon as the biggest newspaper, but 
before them both, in all probability, will 
come the publishrs of newspapers in smaller 
towns and of country weeklies. 


One Stroke of Pen Can Do It. 

It will require no coneert of action on the 
part of the paper makers to bring about a 
bull market on the material on which is 
printed: most of the reading matter of 90,000, - 
000 people. That can be done by one stroke 
of the pen of Sir Wilfritt Laurier, Canadian 
prime minister, if the authoritses in Canada 
decide they have suffered long enough from 
the “slings and arrows of outrageous for- 
tune” at the hands of American tariff mak- 
ers. 

There is every reason to believe they are no 
longer afraid to take action and that they 
are heJld back only by characteristic Cana- 
dian caution. During the establishment of 
Tugs TRispuNe’s Canadian news buréau at 
Ottawa, THe TRIBUNE staff there learned 
something of the temper of the Ca 
people. 

The Tory party is fora war atall costs 
in order to cement the'tie with the mother 
country by diverting Canadian commerce 
from its neighbor to the mother country and 
even to France. Unallied with them, but 
ready to shut Canadian raw materials from 
the American market, are the lumber, agri- 
cultural; and nickel interests, representing 
capital and an enormous number of workers. 
Referred to Unfriendly Committee. 

The principal bill introduced by Congress- 
man Mann provides that Canadian wood pulp 
and print paper shall be imported free of duty 
on condition that Canada shall not impose 
any export duty or license fee upon printing 
paper, mechanically ground wood pulp, or 
wood used in ite manufacturé. Of the resolu- 
tions, one proposes to postpone the applica- 
tion of maximum tariff from April 1 next to 
Jan. 1, 1911, while the other provides that the 
maximum tariff shall be held not to apply 
to Canadian pulp and paper. 

These bills and resolutions all were re- 
ferred to the unfriendly committee on ways 
and means. The congressman has announced 
that in the event of failure to get action from 
this committee he will attempt to have the 
reciprocity bill transferred to his committee 
on interstate and foreign cammerce. 

The congressman also introduced a bill pre- 
pared by Attorney Sims of Chicago providing 
for the prosecution and punishment of per- 
sons involved in the transportation of white 
slaves in interstate or foreign commerce. 


This bill has the approval of President Taft.

The appro on of these amounts will 
mean a long ‘step in advance in impraving 
harbor conditions in Chicago and its vicinity. 
The assistance of the government in deep- 
ening the harbors and in constructing the 
greatly needed harbor wo has been in- 
terrupted in the last few years. The gov- 
ernment engineers have been of the opinion 
that on account of Chicago's dwindling com- 
merce the expenditure of large amounts of 
money in harbor improvements unwarrant- 
ed. Recently the government has been 
spending more money on the development 
of the Calumet river and harbor than it has 
on the main harbor in and off the Chicago 
river. 


Report Based on Rees Survey. 

In the last congress, however, a bill was 

put through for a detailed survey ot harbor 
conditions in and around Chicago for the 
purpose of determining what expenditure of 
government funds would be justifiabie. This 
survey was made under the supervision of 
Maj. Rees, United States engineer at Chi- 
cago. . 
-“Tae report based on his survey shows that 
the project of developing the Calumet har- 
bor has practically been completed. So far 
as the initial plans are concerned the ex- 
penditure of $100,000 will carry out the origi- 
nal ideas in regard to deepening and widen- 
ing the harbors. The survey plainly indi- 
cates, however, that with the development 
of commerce further improvements will be 
necessary. 

In the Chicago river and harbor it is esti- 
mated that the expenditure of $812,600 will 
accomplish nearly all the demanas for im- 
provements which have been made by Chi- 
cago shipping interests in the last few years. 
The plans include deepening and widening 
the river and harbor and the improve- 
ment of the turning basin in the south 
branch. 

It ig estimated in the government plans, 
however, that congress intends to do no more 
than its part in the improvement of the Cnhi- 
cago harbors. That part relates solely to 
the improvement of navigation facilities. It 
is up to the city to build docks and create 
special harbors for the purpose of fostering 
lake commerce. There is no doubt, also, 
that the government will take a firmer stand 
than hitherto in requiring the city to remove 
its center pier bridges on the basis that they 
constitute an obstruction to navigation, 


Will Raise Canal Level. 

The treasury estimates also show an appro- 
priation of $125,000 for raising the liinois 
and Michigan canal level over East Bureau 
creek at aqueduct No. 1. Another item of 
$50.000 is for the improvement and mainte- 
nance of the Illinois river. The Waukegan 
harbor is to be improved at an expenditure 
of $10,000. 

The neval training. schoo! at Lake Bluff 
is slated for an appropriation of $106.500 for 
maintenance. An item of §6,000 is asked for 
the construction of an elevator in the marine 
hospital at Chicago.

Martin Sumply, a laborer employed by the Chi- 
cago and Northwestern raflroad, was struck by 
a freight train at Western avenue and Humboldt 
boulevard yesterday, suffering injuries from which 
he died shortly afterward In the Alexian Brothers’ 
hospital. Five minutes after the accident to Sump- 
ly Peter McDaniéls, a brakeman for the Chicago, 
Milwaukee and St. Pau! railroad, was struck and 
instantly killed by @ passenger train at North 
Fifty-first avenue.

Fernandes was hurled headlong to the 
ground, striking with terrific force, with the 
wreck of his aeroplane on top of him.

The victim was a strikingly handsome man. 
well known in Nice, where he was a tailor for 
women. He took up aviation recently, de- 
voting all of his time to it. He was convinced 
that his machine, which resembled the |

perior to any other. 


Third Aeroplane Fatality. 

Fernandez was the third man to be killed 
in a motor power aeroplane. The first fatal- 
ity was the death of Liéut. Selfridge while 
flying as a passenger with Orville Wright at 
Fort Myer, Va., in September, 1908.

Be Reinstated in Office. 


REVIEWS FACTS OF RIOTS. 


Governor Says Lynchings Should Not 
Have Occurred. 


Springfield, Ill., Dec. 6.—Late tonight Gov. 
Deneen denied the petition of Frank E. Davis 
for reinstatement as sheriff of Alexander 
coumty. It was Sheriff Davis from whom the 
Cairo, Iil., mob took William James, col- 
ored, and Henry Salzner, white, and lynched 
them on the night of Nov. 11 last. 


Reviews Lynching in Detail. 

After reviewing the lynching in detail, the 
governor, in a voluminous statement, sub- 
mits evidence that Sheriff Davis did not do all 
in his power to protect the prisoners and 
made no forcible resistance, and on this 
ground the petition for reinstatement is de- 
nied. In conclusion, the governor declares: 

‘Mob violence has no place in Illinois. It 
is denounced in every line of the constitution 
and in every statute. Instead of breeding 
respect for law it breeds contempt. 


Must Always Enforce Law. 

“When such mob violence threatens the 
life of a prisoner in the custody of the sheriff, 
the law has charged the sheriff, with the pen- 
alty of forfeiture of his office, to use the ut- 
most human endeavor to protect the life of 
his prisoner. The law may be severe; 
whether severe or not, it must be enforced.”

“Tribune ” and “ Irraga,” braving thecold 
weather, were moved yesterday morning 
from their hée&dquarters in the Arizona 
ostrich breeders’ exhibit at the Coliseum to 
their new home in the bird house at the 
Lincoln park zoo, as THe TrRisUNer Ss Christ- 
ma gift to the thousande of children who 
annually visit that papular feature of the 
park. 

The cages in which the birds were housed 
during. the trip from the CoMseum to bthe 
park were covered with blankets to prevent 
them catching old. 

In the afternoon the cage in which the 
birda will be kept was thrown open for in- 
spection and an informa] reception was held 
at the zoo. The children who viewed them 
were enthusiastic. 

The birds derive their. names from the land 
show, at which they were big drawing cards. 
They trace thelr ancestry back to birds that 
were brought from South Africa and settled 
in California. Twe of the family—the direct 
ancestors of the Lincoln park animals—were 
removed to Arizona tn 1881. From this orig- 
inal pair the family grew to number 5,000.

Papers in New Suit Served. 

When the United States Circuit Court of 
Appeals decided against him, two months 
ago, he promptly surrendered himself to the 
authorities and resumed his life in the city 
prison.

Attorney Miller Deedes Not to Ask 
for Bail T day. 


Forma) application to the United States 
Supreme court for a writ of certiorari will be 
made on Dec. 20 for John R. Walsh by his 
chief eounsel, John 8. Miller. . 

The general belief is that the application 
will be in vain, y In view of the fact 
that Charles W. e, found guilty of mis- 
applying the funds of the Bank of Nerth 
America, New. York City. was yesterday de- 
nied a similar application. 

The Supreme court refused to grant the 
writ that would bring Morse’s case before 
that court for a review after the Court of 
Appeals had sustained the conviction. 

Attorney Miller gave formai notice to the 
judges of the Court of Appeals that he will 
make no further effort today, as planned, to 
reopen the case of Walsh in the Appellate 
court and argue further for the admission of 
Walsh to bail; District Attorneys Sims was 
given the same notice. Mr. Miller is now 
working on the petition for a writ of certi- 
orari which he intends filing with the Su- 
preme court. 


Both Verdicts Sustained. 

Both Morse and Walsh were tried and con- 
victed of misapptying national bank funds— 
Morse the funds of the Bank of North Amer- 
ica in New York, and Walsh the funds of 
the Chicago National bank. Morse was 
sentenced to serve fifteen years in the pent 
tentlary. Walsh's sentence was five years. 
Both appealed to federal courts of appeals. 

In each case the lower courts were sus- 
tained. Petitions for rehearing were denled 
in each inetance. And now the United States 
Supreme court has denied certiorari in one 
of them, that of Morse. 

“Tt would not do for me to discuss the 
Morse decision, in view of the fact that the 
Walsh case is pending,"" said District At- 
torney Sims, when asked for his views of the 
Supreme court's action and its pessible bear- 
ing on the Walsh case. 

Despite Mr! Sims’ refusal to be interviewed 
it is the general impression, that the govern- 
ment lawyers who prosecuted Walsh feel 
that the Morse decision means a great deal 
in a way bearing upon the Chicago benket's 
case. 

“IT do not see that the two cases ere alike 
or that the decision in the Merse case affects 
ours,” said Mr. Miller. “ Further, however,, 
I would not care to discuss the decision or 
the two cases,” 

Walsh Works in Office. 

Walsh spent between four and five hours at 
work in his office at the Grand Centrai 
station yesterday under the guard of Dep- 
uty United States Marshal Thomas Middie- 
ton. The ex-banker went to his office in 
charge of Deputy Edwin Northrop, who was 
relieved by Middiéton when the tatter had 
made a report to Marshal Luman T. Hoy.

A GENERAL STRIKE WOULD BE 
TEMPORARY RUIN. 

The president of the National Associa- 
tion of Manufacturers sums up the an- 
swers of 3,000 firms to letters sent out by 
it. They agree that trade conditions are 
good and are improving witb increased buy- 
ing and selling throughout the land. The 
reports from the west are specially opti- 
mistic. “ When freight moves in large 
volumes, steadily utilizing the utmost ca- 
pacity of the roads,” says the president of 
the association, “one can rest assured 
that trade is developing satisfactorily.” 

Official returns ‘of the internal com- 
merce of the country compiled by the bu- 
reau of statistics of the treasury depart- 
ment confirm the view of the situation 
taken by the correspondents of the Na- 
tional Association of Manufacturers, The 
Yraffic movement of the railroads for Octo- 
ber showed gratifying gains. The im-

A FIGHT FOR SPECIAL INTERESTS. 

“We have got them at last and we 
do not mean to let them go until al) the 
accounts of the ledger are seftied.”

Emperor William ie generally regarded abroad as 
favoring the duello. This is an altogether erroneous 
impression. For in reply to an appeal by the Interna- 
tional union against the duel, of which Prince Alfonso 
of Bourbon, only brother of the late Don Carlos of 
Spain, is the president, to Emperor William for his 
support and good will for the movement (Chancellor 
von Bethmann-Holiweg sent & response to the effect 
that the kaiser te endeavoring by every means in his 
power to restrict the practice to within its narrowest 
limits. This is no mere figure of speech. For owing to 
the insistence on the part of William that no duel 
should take place among the officers of the army and 
navy on the active list or of the reserve forces without, 
having previously submitted the quarrel to a court of 
honor composed of fellow officers the duels of naval and 
military men with one another or with civilians, which 
formetiy nembered many hundreds a year, now have 
diminished to less than a dozen in the twelve months. 

The year before last there were less than six. This is 
wholly due to the influefice of the emperor in his posi- 
tion as generalissimo of the army and navy and as the 
fountain ef honor. These courts of honor, composed sf 
officers of more or less high rank, are held to strict ac- 
count by the monarch. No due] can take place without 
their authority, and if he finds that they have authorized 
a single combat for a cause which apyears to him trivial 
and without sufficient warrant he holds them responsi- 
ble ané they run the risk of losing their commission on 
the active or reserve list of the army. As this is some- 
thing akin to social ostracism they are careful and hesi- 
tate a good deal before authorizing a duel. Since the 
officers of the army and navy are supposed to set the 
fashion in matters pertaining to the laws of honor, it 
follows thet single combats are also decreasing in civil- 
lan circles

Letszlingen, where the kaiser has been entertaining the 
Austrian heir apparent, is among the least Known of his 
shooting lodges, although it has been In the possession 
of the Hohenzollerns as such for near 400 years. Orig- 
inally it belonged to the noble house of Alvensieben, but 
was purchased im the early part of the sixteenth cen- 
tury by Blector John of Brandenburg, who -bullt a 
chateau there which used to be known as Hirschburg. 
The property Itself originally used to be known as Nets- 
lingen owing to the fact that the Alvenslebens, who 
used the property as game preserves, were wont to 
catch their stags, their wild boar, and other quarry by 
means of huge nets. The name of Netzlingen became 
corrupted into Letslingen. 

During the thirty years’ war the place wag com- 
pletely devasiated, and thé great elector devoted much 
time and trouble to the repairing of the ruins and to 
the restocking of the preserves. But it was King Fred- 
erick William I. of Prussia who took most stock !" 
Letzlingen, and who built a new cliAteau, while during 
the reign of his son and successor, Frederick the Great, 
the preserves were to a great extent restocked by 
Prince Leopold of Anhalt-Dessau, the old Dessauer of 
Carlyle’s “ Frederick the Great.” 

Prince Louis Ferdinand of Prussia, who fell tn action 
with the French tn the reconnolssance of Saalfeld, in the 
| beginning of the nineteenth century, had the preserves 
of Letzlingen at his disposal during the closing years of 
his life; and then it was again devastated during the 
Franco-German wars, to be restocked and restored by 
Frederick William [V., whe was enchanted with the 
place and who repeatedly Invited there a young diplo- 
mat of the name of Otto von Bismarck, who was after- 
wards to become the first chancellor of the new German 
empire. Indeed, it is no exa to state that the 
foundations ef the empire were laid at Letslingen in 
those years. The fact that the Austrian heir apparent 
spent much of his time during his recent stay at Lets- 
lingen in vyersation with the new chancellor, Von 
Bethmann-Hollweg, leads to the belief that the o!d 
shooting lodge Is destined to play once more a role in 
the political situation of Burope.

Count’s,Chateau Beautiful. 

Thecount lives ina really beautiful chateau 
Which would not be out of place in France, 
The ch&teau has over 100 rooms and its open 
court faces the church in the heart of the 
town.

More Modern Than Newark. 

I suspect that the bank deposits in New- 
ark exceed those of Szombathely; certainly 
there is greater commercial activity in New- 
ark than here. But Szombathely, equalls 
certain, is more ofa modern world's city than 
is Newark. It has a large, modern museum, 
worthy of a large city; it has a Rembrandt, 
a Rafael, a Murillo, a Veronese, a Velasquez; 
it has a great cathedral and a bishop's pal- 
ace, at least three first classe hotels, and an 
imposing county and town hall. In the pre- 
fect’s office In the former one can see at a 
giance that one ts in the office of a gentle- 
man of taste and refinement. On the walls 
are gold inlaid weapons of ancient days 
and portraits of Schopenhauer and Wagner. 
It is more than the office of a magistrate; it 
is a room to live in, in which one may be 
content. It is more than luxury; it is re- 
finement. . 

The town has a few industries. First in 
importance are the brick factories. One sees 
brick factories often, for so far I have seen 
no house of wood in Hungary; the nearest 
approach to it was a rush chicken coop and 
summer kitchen in the Alf6ld; the houses 
are all of stone or brick, mostly brick coaiec 
with plaster treated so as to resembie stone. 
Then there are tanneries, and tn town many 
jeather etores, for much of .ne footwear and 
harness is made in the country. 

There is also a woolem mill and a factory 
for the manufacture of agricultural ma- 
chinery—in spite of the fact that the first 
sign on a building I eaw on leaving the raii 
way station was “ CHICAGO”; inside was 
an agricultural implement store. I have no 
knowledge of the extent of our trade with 
Hungary ia this class of machinery, but so 
far 1 have not seen a single American plow, 
reaper, rake, harvester, or thrasher in Hun- 
gary—and I have really looked for them. 
American sewing machines and typewriters 
however, are everywhere. I have also seen 
many American carpet eweepers, even in the 
country towns. 

Founded in Year 48. 

Although Szombathely does not look it, ft 
is much older than Newark. It was once 
Sabaria, the capital of Pannonia. and was 
founded by the Roman Claudius in the year 
48. Traces remain of this ancient Roman 
city, especially those of the amphitheater. 

This county of Vas sends more of its num- 
ber each year to America than any other 
county, except Veszprém, in this great west 
of thé Danube province. I have chosen two 
outlying villages in the county as worthy 
of a visit: but before seeing them, or before 
telling you of the wonderful market here, or 
what the prefect had to say, I shall return 
to Budapest for a day or two to see how 
Hungary acts as host to the sixteenth inter- 
national medical congress, which begins to- 
morrow night and to which 5,000 delegates 
are expected.
